PE1PING. Chinn.—f/Pi~A provisional 


government, composed of elderly Chi- 
nese statesmen and formed with tile 
co-operation of the Japanese, was pro- 
claimed here Tuesday for the Chinese 
republic. It was inaugurated at cere- 
monies in the former presidential pal- 
ace over which floated the old five- 
barred flag of national China. 


The proclamation said Che mission 


of the provisional government was to 
restore n democratic regime and to 
purge the country of the Kuomintang 
(National People's Party) 
"dictator- 


ship," which is bVarrted tor current hos- 
tilities. It promised to observe all of 
China's foreign obligations. It also 
declared the older men would step out 
I}) favor of younjtw offieUJs. :,,C*}r !h? 
country and its political nffairs were 
put in order. 


Three Ministers Named 


Three ministries were filled and it 


was announced a president would be 
chosen later. 


Bearded Tang Gcn-llo. GO, native of 


Clicking, Japanese 
University grad- 


uate, one-time head of the National 
Medical College here and former fi- 
nance minister in the Anfu govern- 
ment, was chosen political minister. 
Wang Keh-Min. one-eyed former min- 
ister of finance in the Anfu govern- 
menl, was named adminislrativc min- 
ister, and Tung Kang made minister 
of justice. 


Kxplains Regime 


Tang Gen-llo explained Ihe provi- 


sional government was formed on a 
revolutionary basis due to ".situations 
and exigencies." He said it sought the 
co-operation of the whole world except 
the Communists; that it would not close 
China's "open door' and that it con- 
sidered it.self Ihe government for the 
whole of China where the Kuomin- 
tang forces have been pushed back. 


He said the government had de facto 


Jiipoiie.sc rccognlion and that it hoped 
to obtain world-wide recognition. 


Attending the ceremonies were Gen. 


Seiichi Kita, Japanese military attache 
in China and generally regarded as 
the father of the new government; and 
Counsellor Goro Morishima of the Jap- 
anese embassy here. 


During the morning Japanese planes 


dropped leaflets on this city announc- 
ing the fall of Nanking and urging 
Chinese lo .support the new regime.

The only certain fact we know 


about war is, that as the world has 
gathered 
more 
knowledge 
and 


learning, one nation about another, 
and has applied this information 
through responsible governments, 
the common people of the earth 
have had more peace and less war. 


Dictators, responsible only 
lo 


themselves and nol to their people, 
are viewed with distrust by a war- 
weary world—and we so view na- 
tions like Italy, Germanyi Japan 
and Russia. 


Democracies, whose representa- 


tive governments are elected by, 
and arc responsible to, the people, 
are usually desirous of peace—na- 
tions like Great Britain, Fiance, 
and our own. 


But into no such scheme ot ex- 


."•Etencc can be fitted^ this .wild no- 


tion 'Hint'-tlie people themselves can • 
run 
H government, without the 


competent advisors and adminis- 
trators: of a representative 
de- 


mocracy. 


The common people arc not in- 


ternational statesmen. They are not 
industrialists. They are nol bank- 
er.1:. They are not historians. . . . 
They 
are 
fathers and 
mothers, 


wage-earners and private citizens, 
closely held by the job at hand, 
with precious little time to investi- 
gate abstract international ques- 
tions—leaving that to the 
men 


they have elected, and who arc 
made responsible by constitutional 
law. 


Our representatives are not al- 


ways wise. But it doesnt follow 
that the people will do a better job 
alone. As a mailer of fad, the 
history of Ihe decay and col'lapsc 
ol republics tells as they certainly 
wouldn't.

philosophy: 


"In my past life of work," he said, 


"My practice has been to do the 
things I had to do with whatever I had 
|r> do them with. 
By personal ex- 


perience, 1 have often found the re- 
jected stone the best material. Of my 
own knowledge, I know that he who 
conlinually quarrels wilh his tools is 
a poor workman. 


"1 have seen men with sense and 


energy literally move mountains, all 
these things came to me in a practical 
way; and having seen what efficiency 
can accomplish in industrial and busi- 
ness affairs, 
1 am now prepared to 


believe that even so important a work 
as statecraft is only an intensely prac- 
tical matter."

Would Vote on War 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The house de- 


cided Tuesday upon early considera- 
tion of a constitutional amendment re- 
quiring the government to obtain ap- 
proval of the people in a referendum 
before declaring war. . 


Theisignatures of 10 members com- 


pleted the necessary 218 required to 
take the proposal away from the House 
Rules and Judiciary Committees. The 
latter had been considering it inter- 
mittently for more than a year. House 
rules require that seven legislative 
clays elapse before, under this proce- 
dure, floor consideration of a measure 
can begin. In this case the earliest 
date of debate would be December 27 
when congress probably will not be in 
session. The next opportunity would 
be about the second week in January. 


Representative Lucllow (Dem., Ind.), 


who proposed the amendment, predict- 
ed it would pass, although a two-tihrds 
vote is required. If both houses pass 


it must be approved 
by three- 


fourths of the states to become law. 


The petition to discharge the com- 


mittees from further consideration of 
Ludlow's resolution had only 175 sig- 
natures when the special session of 
congress began. The last of today's

tRep., Ohio). The move caught house 
leaders unawares. Just before the last 
name was added to the petition, one of 
them described Ludlow's proposal as 
'the biggest piece of asininity I've 
ever heard of." They sought to in- 
luce some members to withdraw their 
names but they were too late. Five 
names were withdrawn but as many 
more quickly were added. 


The petition was directed nt the 


Rules Committee, which usually grants 
legislative right-of-way to major leg- 
islation. Authorities on House proce- 
dure said it had the effect of taking 
the resolution from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee as well, because it provided for 
the beginning of general debate. The 
judiciary Committee has taken no ac- 
tion on the resolution.

Demand "Open Door1.' 


WASHINGTON -(/P)—- The United 


States, in a formal note that covered 
far more than the Panay incident, .vir- 
tually demanded Japanese pledges 
Tuesday that China's door would stay 
open and that all Americans and Amer- 
ican interests in China would be free 
from "unlawful interference." 


Secretary of State Hull presented 


Japan a note asking "a formally re- 
corded expression of regret" for the 
sinking of the gunboat Panay; "com- 
plete and comprehensive indemnifica- 
tions," and "an assurance that definite 
and specific steps have been taken 
which will ensure that hereafter Amer- 
ican nationals, interests and property 
in China will not be subject to attack 
by Japanese armed forces or unlawful 
interference by any Japanese author- 
ities or forces whatsoever." 


This last phrase—"or unlawful in- 


terference by any Japaness authorities 
or forces whatsoever"—was regarded 
as highly significant. It was taken 
to refer to the numerous cases which 
have arou.4ed protest from the United 
States, including the taking over of 
communications 
in 
Shanghai 
and 


preparation for taking over the Chi- 
nese customs at Shanghai.

With his background of carpentry 


and mechanics, Donaghcy soon 
es- 


tablished himself as a contractor nnd 
in this calling laid the foundation for 
his later success in the world of busi- 
ness. 


In 1898, the Choctnw. Oklahoma and 


Gulf railroad wns building a line from 
Little Rock west into Oklahoma. It 
needed dopolsi section houses and oth- 
er buildings along the route. Dona- 
fehey won the contract. 


11 was the first major contract of 


many such contracts to follow—for the 
building of Hondrix college, major 
business houses at El Dorado, a coiirl- 
liousc at Fnycltcville, another at Long- 
view, Texas, the state insane nsyluni ,-it 
Little Rock, a similar institution at 
Terrell, Texas, the Exchange Bank 
building at Little Rock and many 
other leading commercial buildings in 
the capilo! city. 


His profession gave him his 
first 


contact with political affairs. The 1899 
legislature authorized construction of 
a new slate house, and Governor Dan 
W. Jnnes named Donaghcy as one of 
Die building commissioners. This coin- 
mission laid the capitol cornerstone on 
July 4. 1900. 


State house construction almost at 


once 
became a political issue and 


years of controversy over the project 
followed. 
Factions formed over the 


proper procedure. Jeff Davis became 
governor in 1901 and the legislature 
in that year and in 1903 revised con- 
struction plans, finally calling for a 
new capitol commission and construc- 
tion under contract. 


In August of 1903. Donaghcy was 


among the contractors bidding MM the 
ski to house construction, awarded to 
an out-of-state firm. 


Donaghcy, who had protested that 


his contract was the most favorable 
for the slate, later look the leadership 
in criticizing the construction work 
which got underway.

Record as Builder 


Donaghey was as widely known for 


his business activity as for his polit- 
ical career. In 1905, he built the orig- 
inal Donaghcy building in Little Rock, 
a five-story structure and one of the 
most imposing of its day here. 


In 192. 
1). he built (he new Donaghcy 


building in Little Rock, of 14 stories, 
and followed this with construction ol 
Iho Wallace building a few blocks 
down the capital's Main street. 


One historian once said of him: "As 


a builder and contractor, Governor 
Donaghey has more monuments in 
steel, concrete, stone and brick, than 
any man who ever lived in Arkansas." 


On his 73rd birthday, July 1, 1929, 


he and his wife jointly executed a 
deed of gift to the board of trustees of 
Little Rock Junior college, consisting of 
the bulk of their estate, as a continu- 
ing endowment to the college. This was 
known as the Donaghcy Trust Founda- 
tion, with an estimated value of ?!,- 
000,000. 


Additional property, worth 5100.000, 


was deeded to the foundation in. the 
ummer of 1937.

Ihina to escape arrest. He took up 
csidence in the United States.and 
iter (189S) in London, where for 


time he was held prisoner at the 
'hinese legation. 
Subsequent . release was 
ob- 


ainect, however, and the young 
doctor now turned his full atten- 
tion to overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty. In the next few years he 
traveled, p r e a c h e d , recruited, 
raised funds, and secretly drilled 
Chinese revolutionaries. And he 
was rewarded. China at last es- 
tablished a provisional republic. 


In December, 1911, a national 


convention elected Sun Yat-Sen 
first president of the new republic. 
He held office until 1912, when he 
resigned to elevate Yuan Shih-Kai 
to the office. There followed years 
3f «nterminable strife until 1921 
u-hen Sun again became president. 
3ut the northern part of the 
rountry did not recognize him. 
from that date to his death in 1925,

That 
would indicate that Kipke's coaching 
was highly satisfactory during the past 
campaign, and Anderson had them 
raving about the Wolverine line before 
and after the rout by Minnesota and 
until the fourth consecutive pasting 


touchdown-mined because it has in 
Byron (Whi/./.er) White, the scholarly 
quarterback, the greatest climax run- 
ner in conference history with the 
lone exception of Dutch Clark.

sot-up at Michigan. Critics among the 
alumni have loudly shouted that Yost 
interferes with the coaching staff. At 
the close of last season, they petitioned 
that the staff be let alone, and it was 
announced that Kipke would have a 
free rein. 


One explanation of Kipke's getting 


the gate is that Michigan still was a 
bit apprehensive about what it evi- 
dently considered something of a scan- 
dal. 


Simply Ran Out of Good Boys 


Whatever scandal existed was self 


created, for it was the board of ath- 
letic control itself which announced 
that subsidization was suspected in 
connection with certain fershmen. 


Inspired by the presence of Tom 


Harmon, a four-letter lad of Gary, 
Ind., and three or four yuongsters 
from Kiski School, it is said that of- 
ficial criticism was directed at Kipke. 


It is explained that the board also 


believed that rumors and cross-rum- 
ors, plus discontent in many quarters, 
would do Kipke and Michigan foot- 
ball no good . . . that Kipke probably 
would be under too great a strain 
working under such pressure. 


At any rate, the reason the board 


advances unofficially . . . that Kipke 
didn't seem to get the most out of the 
material at hand and was generally 
inefficient . . . is somewhat super- 
ficial at best. It is unreasonable to be- 
lieve that general inefficiency would 
cloak a coach as young as Kipke with 
such suddenness. 


Kipke illustrated what he could do 


with material from 1930 to 1933, in- 
elusive. He was u young genius sought 
by Yale then. 


So the more logical answer is that 


Harry Kipke is just another coach 
who ran out of the type of boys who 
make coaches great—and that Michi- 
gan can't take it.

His manner is crisp, direct 


and bJunt, and he has considerable 
proficiency in Chinese, acquired in 
aboct four years' service there. A 
natural tinquist, he also is fluent in 
French and Germ/m. 


Colonel Price was born in Germany, 


Septemhci- IH, 1881, and was graduated 
from the Marine Corps School at An- 
napolis in i'JUfi, after appointment from 
Pemifylvruiia. He also was graduated 
at the field officers' service course of 
Ihe general staff school at Washington.
